THE FIRE FIEND’S FEAST, 


A DESTRUCTIVE BLAZE IN THE BUSINESS 
QUARTER OF PROVIDENCE, X L 


Many Business Establishments and Several 
Hgtels Totally Destroyed by Fire—Loss 
Nearly One Million Dollars—A Confiagras 
tion at Walnut Ridge, Ark. — School- 
House and Residences Burned—Fires. 


Fnovronxon, R. I., February 16.—The most 
djsastrous fre which has visited this oity since 
September, 1877, when the great wholesale 
dullamas about the Post- office were destroyed, 
raged this morning among the business blocks 
nq@ar the City Hall. The flames were first dis- 
oqvered at midnight and the first man to give 
the alarm was the engineer of the locomotive 
waiting at the passenger station to take the 
midnight mall train to New London. He blew 
the alarm on the engine whistle. The fire 

ted in Chace’s block, a four-story brick,

Never in the 
history of the department have the firemen 
had such a battle with flames under such con- 
ditions, and never have they suffered in their 
heroic service to such an extent, 

The freezing biast and the paralyzing cold 
nearly froze them, but they fonght on bravely, 
regardless of everything but the thought that 
the city was in danger. 

The Aldrich House burned slowly and it was 
evident that if the flames were not soon checked 
there, a wide path would be cut through the 
heart of the retail business section. The fire- 
men concentrated all their energies upon the 
task of confining the flames to the north side 
of Washington street, and although other 
buildings took fire they succeeded in their 
efforts.

SENSATION AT SAN REMO. 


DR. MACKENZIE AND THE OTHER DOCTORS’ 
COURSE OF TREATMENT. 


Reports Shewing That the Crown Prince’s 
Malady Is Not Cancerous—Rumors R 
garding the Probable German Kegency— 
M. Flourens’ Speech for Peace—Mr. au- 
hooly Liberated on Bail—Foreign News. 


London, February 16.—A dispatch from San 
Remo says that Dr. Mackenzie has protested 
against the course of treatment pursued 
by the German doctors In the case of Crown 
Prince Frederick William. 

NOT CANCER. 

BERLIN, February 16.—Full reports concern- 
ing the condition of the Crown Prince, issued 
by Prof. Virchow and Dr. Mackenzie, state 
that the disease with which he is afflicted is 
not of a cancerous nature. 

DR. BACKENZIN’S REPORTS. 

The Tageblatt says that Dr. Mackensie-in 
his report on the disease of the German Crown 
Prince, which was sent to Berlin on Sunday, 
states that from the outset he has adhe to 
the view that the Crown Prince’s com is 
not of a cancerous nature, In May, after 
Prof. Virchow’s microscopic examination, also 
in October and November, when the Indication 
favoring the theory of malignant disease had 
increased, he forwarded reports, which were 
deposited in the state archives at Berlin, say- | 
ing that despite those symptoms there was no 
proof of the existence of cancer, Further than 
this Prof. Virchow found nothing of a can- 
oerous nature in the matter coughed up by the 
Prince. From the beginning of the disease 
the clinfcal signs have been compatible with 
the view that the disease was not cancer, 
which view the microscope has confirmed. 

THE NOON BULLETIN. 

Saw REmMO, February 16.—A bulletin issued at 
noon to-day states that the Crown Prince’s 
rest last night was much disturbed by cough- 
ing and the raising of phlegm. Otherwise hid 
condition is unaltered. 

AN UNSATISFACTORY REPORT.

At Prescott it expected to get many passeng- 
ers and a deal of freight from the rey i 
lan Pacific. Reaching Schenectady the pas- 
sengers and freight would go over the lines of 
the New York Central Railway into New York. 
Mr. Laughlin thought he saw in the bill an 
attempt to grasp some of Buffalo’s vast 
grain trade with the West. The Dill as he 
read it, gave the Schnectady & Ogdens- 
burg a ht to buy lake propellers. These 
Sa would be used in conveying grain 
om Chicago and Duluth through the great 
lakes and the Welland Canal to the St. Taare 
rence River, and thence toOgdensbure.

ABOOM IN THE MARKET TO COME WITH 
GOOD WEATHER. 


Great Improvement in Prices and Prospects 
in the Lafayette Park Neighberhood— 
Other Spots Where Success is Assured— 
Transactions To-Day—A Big Building to 
be Begun—An Offer Refused. 


In all the preparations made for spring busi- 
ness, the appearance of no residence section 
of the city has been more radically changed 
for the better than the territory known as the 
Lafayette Park district. For many years 
much ground in that territory has 
been allowed to remain pretty 
much as nature left it, the change, if any, hav- 
ing been for the worse in many places where 
stone quarries left great, unsightly excava- 
tions, and the grading of an occasional street 
over low ground gave the surroundings a 
broken appearance. At other points the open- 
ing of streets left the natural surface more than 
fifteen feet above grade, and the prospective 
cost of removing the surplus earth retarded 
many a buyer from purchasing lots in that 
vicinity. For these reasons it was very dim - 
cult to dispose of the property at any price, 
until a comparatively recent date, within 
which time the rapid growth of the 
city has created 4 demand for 
many of the old waste places. 
One of the most string examples 
is the Sickles tract, a body of ground repre- 
senting 2,000 front feet between Eads, Lafay- 
ette, Todd and Oregon avenues. Two years 
ago the whole of this property was hawked 
all over the market for a purchaser at $45,000, 
but no one could be found to take it. Terry & 
Scott represented the owners and under their 
instructions the lots were died out 
at an average of 322. a foot, 
and lately parties who beught at those prices 
have sold out for as much as $85 per front 
foot. Within thetwo years some handsome 
residences have been built there, and last fall 
the various lot owners combined ina contract 
to have all the high land cut down and 
low places filled up. This work is now 
nearly completed and will de n- 
ished in a i10W days after the 
weather has settled sufficiently for 
the contractor to resume operations. It bas 
only cost about $3,000 to accomplish this 
change, and the result, even now, is that the 
average value of the fots has been enhanced 
to $0 a foot. The Pomeroy tract is in the 
same neighborhood, a body of nine acres 
of land, bounded by Hads, Compton, 
Park, and Grand avenues, with a 
street frontage of 2,400 feet. AlthougW in a de- 
sirabte locality, this pro has been un- 
marketable on account of its uninviting ap- 
paneer. It will shortly be fully redeemed, 
2owever, for the owners, Josephine and Julia 
Pomeroy of New York, have instructed Messrs. 
Terry & Scott to haveit properly graded and 
an $8,000 contract has been closed within the 
past few days, providing for the completion 
of the enterprise in time for spring buyers. 
When thie has been done, Judge Terry says, 
the lots will have an average value of $35 u 
foot, whereas in their present condition very 
few people care to buy them at any price. 
Two years ago 600 front feet of this Poraeroy 
tract was offered at $12 a foot and rejected, and 
this notwithstanding the fact that the grading, 
under the present contract, costs only & a 
front foot. 


AN OFFER DECLINED. 

An offer of $20,000 for the southeast corner of 
Eighth street and Christy avenue—44x76 feet, 
with old buildings—was submitted by L. E. An- 
derson 4 Co. in behalf of one of their clients, 
but the owner refused the tender this morn- 
ing. 

A MONSTER BUILDING. 

A local architect, who objects tothe use of 
his name in this connection, says that plans 
have been prepared for the construction 
of a structure at the north- 
east corner of Taylor and Mary- 
land avenues. This property, 500 feet square, 
was purchased for about $65,000 a year ago, 
and the report at that time was that the Sisters 
of the Good Shepherd bad secured it, but the 
rumor has never been publicly affirmed or 
denied. A very extensive improvement, how- 
ever, is to be made tnere by one of the Catho- 
lic institutions of the city. The building, 
three stories in height, with a high pitched 
roof, is to be built of stock brick interspersed 
with red sandstone ornamentations, and 
the entire grounds are to be en- 
closed by * high stone fence.

Thechild grew worse, however, and 
last Sunday morning Rabil asked his employ- 
er to go and see it. This Mr. Rosenstein did, 
and he told the father that he should procure 
medical ald at once: At his employer’s sug- 
gestion, Rabil called in Dr. Charles E. Nam- 

mack, who, in addition to attending to a con- 
siderable private practice, is surgeon for the 
Police Department in the Seventh Precinct. 
Dr. Nammack visited the little sufferer Sun- 
day morning and prescribed for 
him and in the afternoon his brother, Dr. 
W. H. Nammack, called in his stead, and con- 
tinued In charge of the patient until he died, 
making -five visits in all. The first call on 
Monday was made about 4 o’clock in the 
morning. The doctor went in response to a 
request from the father, as the child had 
grown much worse. During the visit the 
physician inserted a small silver tube in the 
child’s windpipe, through the mouth, to pre- 
vent suffocation. When a stibseguent call 
was made Dr. Nammack found that the child 
had swallowed the tube, and he in- 
strted a larger one, About 8:80 
o’clock in the afternoon, when 
the last call during the child’s life was made. 
it was discovered that the second tube had

TRAVEL TO CALIFORNIA, 


It Is Exceedingly Heavy at the Union De- , 


pot This Morning. 


The last of the cheap Oalifornia éxcursions 
which have been running all falland winteris 
passing through the city to-day. This win- 
ter’s California travel has been something un- 
precedented, Nearly all the people have gone 
to Los Angeles and Southern Oalifornia. In 
addition to the excursion travel to that seo- 
tion of the State there has been a larger mi- 


gration of people who have gone there for 
P settlement, and Los Angeles 
Diego and other cities in that portion of the 
State have been enjoying a wonderful boom. 
So many people have crowded into Los 
Angeles that the place has not houses enough 
to accommodate them all and many have to 
sleep intents. Buildings are sold at large ad- 
vances in price as soon as ere , and the 
builders and real estate speculators have been 
making fortunes. The people are flooding in 
there from all sections of the country, and 
several St. Louisans who went out there and 
made investments early in the boom have 
multiplied their money many fola. 

So heavy was the travel to-day there that the 
Indianapolis 4 St. Louls had to run an extra 
train, and all Eastern roads waited for their 
connections and were delayed by so doing. It 
was noon when the Indianapolis & St. Louis 
extra Oalifornia excursion train ar- 
rived, it being nearly five hours 
late. The Vandalia was two hours 
and a half late on account of the excursioenists, 
and this held the Lilinois Central Chicago train 
for the same time, as itis hauled in by the 
Vandalia. Both the Wabash Chicago train and 
the Wabash New York and Boston train were 
over an hour behind time. 

Among the late trains was the Vandalia fast 
mail.

The Work of This Body Explained by One 
of Its Secretaries. 


Rev. Mr. Rosseter, one of the secretaries of 
the American Tract Society, is in the city on 
his annual visit in its behalf.

14,000,000 homes; circulated 15,000,000 volumes 
of spiritual truth; held 4650, meetiags and 
reported hundreds of conversions to Christ. 
Last year men were thus employed in Mis- 
souril who visited 140,000 homes of which 9,000 
were in this State; distributed 117,000 volumes 
of religious reading; held over 5,000 meetings 
among the people, and gave away to the poor 
and needy an average exeseding 1,000,000 
pages each week of the year.

EXPELLED FROM BERLIN. 


The Second Mrs. Frederic De Belleville Whos 
Figured in a Scandal. 


By Telegraph to the Post-DisPaTcH. 

NEw YORK, February 16.—The Berlin author- 
ities have just rendered a final decision in the 
case of Mrs. Frederic De Belleville, peremp- 
torily shutting her out of Berlih on the score 
of her being an ‘‘objectionable foreigner,’’ 


keeping a notorious house on the Wilhelm 
strasse. This Mrs. De Belleville was an 
actress, who appeared in minor roles at the 
Thalia Theatre several years ago. De Belle- 
ville married her short 
his sensational matrimonial 
ties with Edith De__isCOBeillevilie, 
first wife, whom the actor met and married in 
Australia. His first wife secured a divorce on 
the ground of De Belleville’s unfaithfulness 
with the Thaha actress and collected $30 a 
week ae nergy | ntil she herself became the co- 
respondent in the well-known Vanderbilt— 
Allen divorce case. After some time Mr. De 
Belleville’s second marri , which was never 
a legal ope, was dissolved by the simple pro- 
cess of the woman betaking herself to Ger- 
many. There she became a prominent mem- 
ber of the demi- monde, and finally establisned 
a place of her oon. This was run in such a 
way as to invite the attention of the Berlin 
police, and she was warned to leave Berlin. 
She appealed to the Imperial authorities, 
claiming that she was stilla German citizen. 
Her Chicago marriage with De Belleville, she 
claimed, was not a legal one, as De Belleville’s 
divorce from his first wife had not then been 
completed. She had never become, therefore, 
an American, or lost the protection of Ger- 
many. As she was still a German she 
— not be expelled from Berlin. The Im- 
erlal authorities refused to interfere, as no 
egally constituted court of the United States 
had ever pronounced the marriage invalid.

THEIR FAT PROFITS. 


Another Year Will Probably Find the Turf 
Alliance” Without a Bez to Stand on— 
Capt. Brown Prepared to substantiate 
His Charges—President Charles Green’s 
Views on the Subject—St. Louis Will Have 
Bookmakers for Another Year at Least— 
Sporting News and Gossip. 


AST on the heels of the 
sensational charges 
made by the million- 
aire turfman, Capt. 8. 
g. Brown of Pittsburg, 
against the bookmak- 
ers, and his further 
threat to expose cer- 
tain crooked work in 
the Kentucky Derby, 
comes the denial of his 
statements from that 
quarter and a demand 
that he make the affida- 
vits on the question 
promised by him in 
case they were needed. 
Capt. Brown an- 
nounces his willing- 
ness to be as good as 
his werd and bring out the proofs of his 


charges. 

Local turfites have been wonderfully exer- 
cized over the terms applied to them by 
Capt. Brown, which, it will be re- 
membered, were more forcible than 
choice. Speaking of Capt. Brown’s charges 
against the bookmakers, President Charies 
Green of the St. Louis Fair Grounds Associa- 
tion said te-day: ‘‘Capt. Brown’s charges 
against the bookmakers are rather strong and 


somewhat broad. How far right he may be in 
his charges that the Kentucky 3 of 1882 
was a crooked event I cannot say. I donot 
remember whether I was present when the 
Derby of e was run or not and therefore could 
give no opinion on the matter. At the same 
time there is some sense in the movement 
being agitated by the Eastern associations 
affecting the regulation of one 2 * 
„Do you think the associations would be 
better off were the bookmakers thrown out?’’ 
‘‘Finanoclally, certainly. At present the 
beokmakers pay so much money for the 
potting on the tracks, and in 
pay the money they do pay, itis 
necessary that they make a great deal of 
money. Of course the Association could do 
better by reserving the 1 privileges for 
its own use. It could rig up its own stands, 
put in ita on special employes at salaries to 
make the betting, and thus save every 
doliar that otherwise would go into the 
pockets of the bookmakers. notice that 
some of the Association and racing clubs in 
the East to propose do operate on this very 
plan the coming season, and it will doubtless 
ve a successful venture.“ 
In what fe does the present system of 
ee ect the honesty of a mest- 


Well, Ido not think it affects it to any 
alarming extent just now. As long as there 
are bookmakers there will be always more or 
less danger of crooked racing, and this is so 
even on the best and squarest track in the 
world. If the ciation made its own 
betting the public would have confidence in 
the sport and feel assured that the racing was 
honest all threugh.’’ 

„Will the new movement throwing out the 
bookmakers come West?’’ 

It will not come West this year. All the 
Western associations have already sold their 
betting privileges, and we will advertise ours 
for sale in afew days. It is toe late for the 
track to take any actionon the matter right 
now. It may later on. 

Local betting men in answer to Capt. 
Brown’s charges as to their being ‘‘thieves 
and scoundrels’’ say that his words were prob- 
ably prompted by the fact that he lost con- 
siderable money betting on his horses recent- 


ly.

HORSEBACK RIDING.

TEXAS METHODS OF RIDING. 


Bucking Horses and the Terrible Injuries: 
They Can Inflict—Why the English Ride 
as They Do—The Different Kinds of Sad- 
dles and Stirrups and the Advantages of 
Each—Best Way to Ride a Bucker—Some 
Very Queer Information. 


Edward W. Bradley of Laredo, Tex., in con- 
versation with a Post-DISPATCH reporter on 
the subject of Western horsemanship, said: 
**While the Western riders do not understand 
how to save their horses, and would make 
poor jockeys, as rough riders they are the best 
in the world, and are absolutely fearless on 
horseback. The Western plains, from the 
British liné to the Rio Grande, are open and 
level and present no obstacles toa horseman, 
and therefore the cowboys know nothing 
about jumping, and would make buta poor 
show in an English hunting fleld. Horses have 
always been plenty, and there has not been 
the necessity which exists in other places 
for sparing horseflesh, which accounts 
for the crusity and carelessness of 
the average cowboy. Fine riding is 
not needed, but rough riding is, and in this 
respect the Texas cowboy is nearly perfect, 
being surpassed by the Mexicans alone, A 
glance atthe equipment of a Western rider 
will show how admirably itis adapted to the 
purpose for which it is required. The flat 
padsaddle is replaced by the well-known 
Texas tree, with high pommei.and low cantie, 
and with broad wooden stirrups which 


admits the entire ball of the foot. 
One of the greatest differences between 
the English and Western style of borseman- 
ship is caused bythe manner in which the 
stirrups are ‘stepped’ or fastened to the 
saddle. In the English saddle they are stepped 
far forward, necessitating a bent leg and a 
grip with the knees. In cross-country riding, 
where falls are inevitable and nearly always 
occur over the neck of the horse, this seat has 
great advantages, form 
4 pivot upon 
rider revolves. He 
back or shoulder, and a dislocated shoulder- 
biade is the most serious injury likely to fol- 
low an upset. The Texas stirrup, on the other 
hand, is stepped in the middie of the saddle, 
giving a straight leg and a thigh p, the 

nees being merely auxiliary. A rider with 
this stirrup has a much securer seat, but 
when unhorsed is thrown bodily from his 
saddle, seldom over the head, but gen- 
erally to the side, and most serious 
injury is frequently the result. But 
to unseat a Texan is a very difficult feat, and 
does not often occur, except when bucking 
horses are met with. Instead of the light 
snaffie, and broad, flat, leather vein, the 
southwestern cowboy uses the Mexican bit, 4 
heavy, iron arrangement, with a prong run- 
ningi for up Into the horse’s mouth, upon 
which are sometimes placed two revolving 
barbs of steel, sharply pointed, which run 
into the roof of the norse’s mouth 
should he attempt to catch the bit in his teeth. 
The curbstrap is replaced by a large iron ring, 
and the reing are round, made of plaited h 
or rawhide. With this formidable e- 
ment it is possible to break a horses jaw, and 
a single touch onthe bit will bring the hard- 
ost- mouthed and most obstinate — 1 to 
an instant standstill. In herding cattle itis 
absolutely necessary that the ny should 
| stop and wheel in an instant, and the wildest 
horse is soon taught to do so after this cruel 
bit is once or twice sharply applied, 

THE BEST SADDLE. 

“The styles of saddle used in the West,“ 
Mr. Bradley went on to say, ‘‘may be divided 
into two classes, the low Texas tree, with two 
horsehair girths, or cinches, and the deep 
California saddle. Thearmy tree is a com- 
promise between the two, with the pommel 
cutoff. The Texas tree has a cantic not more 
than three inches above the horses back, the 
pommel is but an inch or two higher, while 
the distance from pommel to cantie is more 
than two feet. In the Santa Cruz tree, the 
ideal Oalifornia model, the cantle is fully 
seven inches above tne horse’s back, the pom- 
mel higher, while the distance between the 
two is not more than sixteen inches, thus 
giv a close support before and behind to 
the rseeman, who sites upright and 
very deep in the saddie, and giving him 
an exceedingly strong seat. But his move - 
ments are not as free as in the more open 
Texas tree, while when thrown he is buried 
to the ground with tremendous violence, and 
these two disadvantages have prevented the 
extension of this style of saddle. The double 
cinch is replaced by a single cinch 1 — 
foot in width, and nota buckle ot any kind is 
used in either saddle. 

BREAKING HORSES. 

»The way in which horses are broken,“ 
Mr. Bradley went on to say, ‘‘is calculated to 
either cow them forever, orelse render them 
irreciaimably vicious, the latter being the 
usual result.
